1 . Applicants' amendment filed on September 13, 2005 has been fully considered 
and entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In line 1 of claim 2, please change "the reflecting curved-surface" to "the 
reflecting curved surface". 

In line 2 of claim 2, please change "the focusing spherical surface" to "the 
focusing curved surface" (in order to give proper antecedent basis for the claimed 
limitations of claim 2). 

In line 2 of claim 3, please change "the divergence angle" to "a divergence angle" 
(in order to give proper antecedent basis for the claimed limitations of claim 3). 
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In line 2 of claim 10, please change "the fiber" to "a fiber" (in order to give proper 
antecedent basis for the claimed limitations of claim 10). 

In line 2 of claims 16 and 17, please change "the material" to "a material" (in 
order to give proper antecedent basis for the claimed limitations of claims 16 and 17). 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest an optical assembly 
for coupling an optical device to an optical receiver comprising a lens including a 
reflecting curved surface for bending and confining a light beam and a focusing curved 
surface for focusing the light beam, the lens conveying the light beam by reflection off of 
the reflecting curved surface and transmission through the focusing curved surface in 
combination with the other limitations of claim 1 . 

Claims 2-1 9 depend from claim 1 . 

After carefully studying, the examiner agrees with applicants' arguments on page 
5 in the remarks that neither Yoshihiro nor Brauss discloses an optical assembly for 
coupling an optical device to an optical receiver having a lens with special structures as 
claimed above. 

Therefore, claims 1-19 are allowed.
